Paris, June 13.— A Bulgarian “ vol­ 
unteer arm y,” now num bering 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 
men and steadily increasing in size, 
is “preparing to punish the usurpers,” 
says a statem ent given out by the 
Bulgarian legation here Tuesday, sum ­ 
marizing an official dispatch from M.

The s ta te m e i\ adds that 
these troops are guarding the fron­ 
tiers and the suburbs of Sofia. 
M. Baskaloff, who ifs in direct touch 
with Varna, Bulgarian Black sea pent, 
urged the staff of the Paris legation 
not to execute orders .received from 
the “ new* illegal government, which 
is established only a t Sofia and sup­ 
ported by a handful of adventurers.” 
According to the minister, the en­ 
tire population of Bulgaria refuses 
to recognize the claims of the revo­ 
lutionists, and Sofia is isolated from 
the rest of the country.

“It was one c f the greatest injus­ 
tices of our w ar policy that the flower 
of our youth fought in the trenches 
for $30 a month, while men of their 
own Hp:* at home were earning $300 a 
month in the shipyards or the m u­ 
nitions factories and other men of 
draft age were left free to profiteer 
at will in both the war industries and 
the non-war industries. 
“The government compromised un­ 
duly with the cave men. 
It frittered 
away a great opportunity to lift our 
national w ar effort to a higher level 
of good citizenship than our people 
had ever before reached, and to free 
that effort, as fa r as possible, from 
the taint of blood profits.

failure vvas with our w ar leadership 
rath er than with us.

“Jt seem® to me that the tests of the 
w ar are conclusive as to the quality 
of our democracy.

quality which the great democrats— 
men like Lincoln and Em erson—had 
faith in. 
It is not necessary to claim 
that our soldier dead died to make 
the world safe for democracy. 
P e r­ 
haps th a t gram bose conception never 
entered the minds of most of them. 
But they did die because their coun­ 
try' called them, 
and 
because 
they 
recognized th a t such a call could not 
la* denied. They died at least to make 
the United States afer than ever for 
democracy. 
“There is no need to he dubious 
albout the future. M**n who will tight 
for our democracy and die for it will 
cooperate sooner or later to work out 
its social arid economic problems.
